The  1977  baseball  squad  completed  one  of  the  finest 
seasons  in  the  school's  history.  Their  8-1  conference 
record  earned  a  2nd  place  finish  behind  a  powerful  Elk 
Mound  squad.  The  13-3  overall  record  was  truly 
another  outstanding  accomplishment  to  a  sincerely 
dedicated  team.  Although  teamwork  was  our  strong 
point,  we  were  led  by  many  excellent  individual 
performances.  Pitching  was  led  by  Gordy  Luebker  10-2 
and  Bob  Parsons  2-1.  The  hitting  of  Luebker  .530,  Ed 
Herbison  .513,  and  Jerry  Kegler  .450  chased  many  runs 
across  home  plate.  Our  defensive  play  was  good 
throughout  the  year,  because  of  the  experience  we  had 
at  all  positions. 

We  had  three  players  voted  to  the  all -conference 
team:  Gordy  Luebker-pitcher,  Ed  Herbison-outfielder, 
and  Tim  Clare-catcher.
